Be  it  eaticttd  ly  thr  Senate  and  Home  of  Be- 
■prettntat.ee,  of  tht  United  Statu  of  America  in 
Congrttt  atttmbled.  That  no  line  officer  of  tht 
navy,  upon  the  active  list,  below  the  grade  of 
commodore,  nor  any  other  naval  officer,  shall  be 
promoted  to  a  higher  grade,  until  his  mental, 
moral,  End  ofessional  fitness  to  perform  all  his 
duties  a.  - 1  shall  be  established  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  a  .rd  of  examining  officers  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
And  such  board  shall  have  power  to  take  testi- 
mony, the  witnesses  when  present  to  be  sworn  by 
the  president  of  the  board,  and  to  examlneall  mat- 
ters or:  the  files  and  reoords  of  the  department  In 
relation  to  any  officer  whose  case  shall  be  consid- 
ered by  them . 

And  bt  it  further  tnacttd,  That  snob, 
examining  board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
three  officers,  3enior  in  rank  to  the  officer  to  be 
examined. 

Sec.  3.  Ana!  bt  it  further  tnacttd,  That  any  offi- 
cer to  be  acted  upon  by  said  board  shall  have  the 
right  to  he  present,  if  no  desires  it;  and  his  state- 
ment of  his  case,  on  oath,  and  the  testimony  ol 
witnesses,  and  his  examination,  shall  be  recorded. 
And  any  matter  on  the  files  and  records  of  the  de- 
partment touching  each  case,  as  may  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  board  be  necessary  to  assist  them  in 
making  up  their  opinion,  shall,  together  with  tht 
whole  record  and  finding,  be  presented  to  the 
President  for  bis  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
finding.  And  no  officer  shall  be  rejected  until  af- 
ter such  public  examination  of  himtelf  and  tb* 
records  of  the  department  in  his  case,  unless  he 
fails  to  appear  be:ore  said  board  after  having 
been  duly  notified. 

Sec.  4.  And  bt  it  further  tnacttd ,  That  uo  offi- 
cer in  the  naval  service  shall  be  |>r.  noted  to  a 
higher  grade  therein,  upon  the  active  list,  until 
he  has  been  exnmined  by  a  board  of  naval  sur- 
geons, and  pronounced  pbysieally  qualified  to 
perform  a';  his  duties  at  sea.  And  all  officers 
whose  sjj  shall  have  been  acted  upon  by  the 
aforesaid  jards,  and  who  shall  not  have  been 
recommended  for  promotion  by  both  ef  them,  sha  1 
tie  placed  upun  the  retired  list. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  furO.tr  tnacttd.  That  all  offi. 
cars  not  recommended  for  promotion  under  the 
fourth  section  of  aa  a?t  eutitled  "Ah  art  to  es- 
ablish  and  equslije  the  grades  of  iioe  officers  1 1 
the  United  States  navy,"  approved  July  sixteen, 
eighteeu  hundred  and  sixty  tw<,,  shall  hare  the 
right  to  present  themsolves  for  examiuatioo,  ao- 
cording  to  'he  provision.*  of  this  act,  and  if  found 
duly  qualiflr.il,  and  task-  finding  be  apprured  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  they  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  same  grade  aod  plaoe  as  If  they 
bad  been  recommended  by  the  board,  and  shall 
receive  the  corresponding  pay  according  to  the 
service  whiob  they  have  performed  from  the  date 
of  their  tank  to  that  of  their  promotion.  And  uo 
further  promotions  shall  be  made  upon  the  aotive 
list  until  the  number  iu  each  grade  is  reduced  te 
that  provided  bv  law. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  rnacttd,  'lhat  any 
officer  iu  the  naval  service,  by  aud  with  the  ad 
vice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  may  be  advanced 
not  exceeding  thirty  numbers,  in  his  own  grade 
for  distinguished  uonduot  in  battle,  or  extraordi- 
nary heroism. 

Sec.  7.  And  bt  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
President  cf  the  United  States  shall  appoint  pay- 
masters of  the  fleet  and  engineers  of  the  fleet  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  rank  and  pay 
as  fleet  surgeons;  and  the  retired  pay  of  sur 
geons,  paymasters,  engineers,  aud  other  staff  offi 
cars  in  the  navy  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the 
retired  officers  of  tho  line  of  the  navy  with  whom 
they  have  relative  rank. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  furthtr  ;..<■«'  That  all  acts 
or  parts  of  acts  whioh  are  inoousislent  with  Ihe 
previsions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  .

Bt  it  tnatttd  by  tht  Sinutt  and  Boutt  of  Rtprt- 
ttntativet  of  tht  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
grttt antmbltd.  That,  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  the  standard  weight  of  theoent 
ooined  at  the  mint  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  forty-eight  grains,  or  one-tenth  of  one  ounce 
troy;  and  said  cent  shall  be  composed  of  ninety 
five  per  oentum  of  copper,  and  five  per  centum  of 
tin  and  tine,  in  such  proportions  at  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  director  of  the  mint;  and  there 
shall  be  from  time  to  time  struok  and  coined  at 
the  mint  atwo-eent  piere,  of  the  samecompos  a 
tion,  the  standard  weight  of  which  shall  be  nine- 
ty-six grains,  or  one-fifth  of  one  ounce  troy 
with  no  greater  deviation  than  four  grains  to 
each  piece  of  said  ocnt  and  two  cent  coins ;  and 
the  shape,  mottoes,  and  devices  of  said  coint 
shall  he  fixed  by  the  director  of  the  mint,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  ; 
and  the  laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the  coin- 
age of  cents  and  providing  for  the  purchase  of 
material  and  prescribing  the  appropriate  dutiaj 
of  the  officers  of  the  mint  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  [shall]  be  and  the  tame  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  coinage  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  2.  A«<<  bt  it  Jartktr  enacted,  That  all 
lawt  now  in  foroe  relating  to  the  coint  of  the 
United  States  aDd  the  striking  and  coining  the 
tame  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  be  extended  to 
the  coinage  herein  authorized,  whether  said  laws 
are  penal  or  otherwise,  for  the  seourity  of  the 
coin,  regulating  and  guarding  the  pruoese  of 
striking  and  ooining,  for  preventing  debasement 
or  counterfeiting,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  di- 
rector of  the  mint  shall  prescribe  suitable  regu- 
lations to  insure  a  d  ie  conformity  to  the  requir- 
ed weights  and  proportions  of  alloy  in  the  said 
coins  ;  and  shall  order  trials  thereof  to  be  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  assayer  of  the  mint, 
whereof  a  report  sha!!  bo  made  in  writing  te 
the  director. 

Sec.  4.  And  bt  it  further  tnacttd.  That  the 
said  coins  shall  be  a  legal  tender  in  any  pay- 
ment, the  one  cent  ooin  to  the  amount  of  ten 
cents,  and  tha  two-cent  coin  U  the  amount  of 
twenty  cents ;  and  It  shall  be  lawful  te  pay  out 


said  colas  in  exchange  for  the  lawful  currency 
of  the  United  States,  (except  cents  or  half  cen  s 
issued  under  former  acts  of  Congress,)  in  suita- 
ble sums,  by  the  treasurer  of  tbe  mint,  ml  by 
snoh  other  depocttaries  at  the  Seoretary  of  tha 
Treasury  may  designate,  under  general  regula- 
tion! propoted  by  tha  director  of  the  mint  rnd 
approved  by  the  Seoretary  of  the  Treatury  ;  and 
tho  expenses  Incident  to  such  exchange,  distri- 
bution, and  transmission  may  be  paid  out  of  tho 
profits  of  said  ooinage;  and  the  cett  profits  of 
said  coinage,  ascertained  in  like  manner  as  it 
pretoribed  in  the  tocond  tection  of  tho  act  to 
which  thit  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  Trsasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  ft.  And  be  it  furthtr  tnacttd,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  make,  iltue,  or  pass,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  issued,  or  patted,  any  coin, 
card,  token,  or  device  whataoever,  in  metal  or  ita 
ompouods.  Intended  to  pass  or  be  passed  as 
money  for  a  one-cent  pieoe  or  a  two-cent  piece, 
suoh  person  or  persons  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviotion  there- 
of, be  punished  br  a  fine  not  excooding  one  thous- 
and dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  fire  years.

"Cheer  up,  my  man  !  and  we'll  carry  you 
through." 

That  was  all  that  the  surgaon  said  It  was 
a  cruel,  shattering  wound  of  the  thigh.

It  threatened  a  change  of  weather  ;  at 
least  ih?  nurse  laid  some  extra  clothing  at 
tbe  foot  ol  each  of  the  cots;  and  pat — pat — 
pat,  I  beard  her  steps  go  down  the  wards 

Then  I  dreamed  :  It  was  the  old  house, 
red  with  white  f rinuuitigs,  and  a  lilac  bush 
at  the  door  Within  there  was  a  bright  fire 
on  the  hearth.  Polly  (that's  wile)  is  seated 
at  tbe  table  sewing  The  two  girls,  Nelly 
and  "Little  Ma;d"  (so  we  call  her)  ate  perch 
ed  on  stools  near  their  mother,  busy  at  their 
patchwork;  (they  made  a  deal  of  patch-work, 
;bose  little  ones  I) 

It  seemed  fo  me,  "Little  Maid"  said  pres 
•atly,  "See  Andy,  mother!'  And  Polly' 
looks  at  Andy — which  was  our  shag  terrier, 
and  a  rare  ratter  to  be  sure — and  says, 
"Take  it  from  him,  child,  quick!" 

Ai  d  the  maid  takes  from  the  dog  a  long 
strip  of  brown  cloth,  with  little  sprigs  scat- 
tered up  and  down,  which  I  remember  was 
a  part  oi  an  old  dress  in  which  I  had  often 
seen  Polly;  she  wore  it  the  first  day  we 
went  into  the  red  house  home,  and  now  ohe 
is  making  some  patch  work  of  it — always 
busy,  that  little  woman.

Andy  stirs,  sniffs  the  air  with  his  eye  on 
the  door  ;  'tis  only  a  neighbor's  step,  some 
good  woman  who  has  come  lor  a  half-hour's 
chat ;  and  in  this  way  I  hear  tha  the  "Lit 
tie  Maid"  had  came  to  the  fifth  page  in  her 
spelling,  and  that  the  patch  work  they  are 
so  busily  stitching  upou  is  to  be  sent  away 
to  the  soldiers,  and  that  the  scarlet  fever  is 
in  the  village.  Whereuton  Polly  says,  "I 
wouldn't  have  John  (that's  my  name)  know 
it  for  the  world." 

And  the  neighbor  asks  "how  is  John  ?" 

"Quite  well."  says  Polly,  "and  coming 
home,  God  willing,  in  May."  Whereupon 
"Little  Maid"  and  Nell,  with  one  voice  as  it 
were — "I'm  so  glad." 

At  this  1,  who  had  said  nothing  thus  far, 
and  was  not  seen,  felt  slirred  to  speak. 

"  Bless  your  dear  hearts  I"  said  I ;  but  had 
got  no  further  when  Andy,  knowing  the 
voice,  I  suppose  sprangon  me;  sprang  upon 
my  poor  leg — such  a  twinge  as  it  gave  me — 
and  1  woke. 

It  was  not  the  old  home  I  was  in  at  al! ; 
only  the  pain  was  real;  the  solitary  lamp 
swayed  in  the  wind;  the  dead  drummer's 
hand  lay  idle;  no  more  waking  up  for  him 
The  nurse,  good  soul,  spread  a  coverlet  over 
me — the  same  which  had  been  lying  at  my 
leet  since  dark.

But  though  I  see  all  this  and  can  hear 
Andy  as  he  passes  across  the  room,  and  the 
rap  of  his  knuckle  joint  as  he  gives  his  fore- 
shoulder  a  lively  scratch— 1  can  say  noth- 
ing.

Letter  from  Paintsville.-  -lsrtalls  of  the 
late  fisht. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  '  Euculapids" 
for  his  letter.  It  waaonly  received  Saturday 
uight  last;  and  we  {five  it  place  in  our  first 
issue.  We  hope  we  shall  hear  from  him 
regularly.  We  request  him  to  write  as  often 
as  he  has  opportunity. 

And  we  take  the  opportunity  to  request 
the  officers  and  men  of  all  the  Kentucky 
troops  in  the  field  to  write  us  as  often  and 
as  full  as  they  can.  It  will  give  us  pleasure 
to  publish  their  letters. 

Paintsville,  Kt.,  April  19.  1804. 
Editort  Frankfort  Commonwealth  : 

It  is  pleasant  enough,  to  feast  the  eye 
on  the  grandeur  of  mountain  scenery,  when 
one  need  not  travel  in  toilsome  journeys  over 
them.  The  rough  hills,  piled  in  grotesque 
shape,  cast  in  strangely  irregular  moulds, 
adorned  by  rugged  rocks,  and  craggy  cliffs, 
and  crowned  with  the  evergreens, — laurel, 
ivy,  pine  and  cedar, — are  a  charm  to  the 
tight,  even  in  bleak  winter  ;  but,  when  the 
Infantry  or  Cavalry  soldier,  fatigued  and 
foot-sore  in  long  marches,  must  climb  their 
lofty  heights  and  descend  their  steep  declivi- 
ties,  their  beauty  and  sublimity  is  by  much 
diminished  :  Such,  at  least,  was  the  expert- 
tnce  of  our  soldiers,  in  their  late  hazardous 
scouts,  and  successful  engagements,  which 
we  proceed  to  narrate 

On  the  1st,  5th  and  7th  ol  April,  different 
si-outing  parties  left  Louisa,  under  the  com 
inand  of  Col.  Mims,  Lt.  Col.  Fkrqusom,  and 
Capt.  Reuben  Patrick,  to  pursue  and  punish 
several  roving  bands  of  rebels,  that  were  in- 
festing the  country  above.  These  parties 
concentrated  at  Paintsville,  on  the  8th  of 
April  Here  they  were  joined  by  the  major 
part  of  our  troops  from  Louisa,  on  the  11th 
of  April  The  intention  of  Col.  G  W.  Gal- 
lop, our  district  commander,  was  to  make  a 
forward  movement  on  Gen  Uouur's  brigade, 
which  was  in  cninp  on  Beaver  creek,  thirty*' 
rive  miles  distant,  Gripping  the  surrounding 
country  bare  of  subsistence  He  was  de- 
tained at  this  place  lor  two  days,  by  the  tail- 
ing rains  and  swollen,  impassible  creeks, 
which  are  narrow  in  channel,  lastly  tilling, 
deep  and  rapid,  when  the  J:ishing  streams 
pour  down  the  mountains  sides  into  the  val- 
ley. While  we  were  held  in  check  by  the 
water,  the  rebels,  who  had  crossed  the  shal- 
low lord  ot  Upper  Paint,  came  down  on  our 
side,  aiming  to  surprise  us  Coming  in  on 
the  hill,  to  the  west,  they  expected  to  occu- 
py the  ridge  circling  round  the  town  on  the 
north  and  west.  In  this,  they  were  disap- 
pointed by  a  gallant  charge  of  Co.  I,  1 4 > 
Kentucky,  Capt.  Patrick,  who  gained  the 
summit,  and  held  them  in  check,  while  oth- 
er companies  opened  tire  on  them  trom  the 
town.  The  light  was  continued  at  long  range 
tor  two  and  a  half  hours,  in  which  time  the 
rebels  lost  two  men  killed,  one  dangerously 
wounded,  seven  prisoners,  and  several  killed 
and  captured  horses  The  Union  loss  was 
one  killed,  on  the  picket  post,  and  stripped  of 
all  his  clothing,  except  his  drawers 

As  Col  Clat,  the  rebel  officer  in  com- 
mand, was  retreating,  be  sent  in  a  Hag  of 
truce,  under  pretence  of  recovering  his  dead 
for  burial  ; — the  real  object  was,  to  gain 
time,  and  ascertain  whether  we  would  pur- 
sue Our  pursuit,  however,  was  kept  care- 
fully concealed 

Allowing  the  enemy  tb  travel  several  miles 
before  our  march  began,  we  thus  gained  op 
portunity  of  surprising  him,  and  selecting 
incidental  advantages  lor  an  attack.  Our 
forces  followed  on  all  day  and  night  of  the 
13th  April ;  and,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  our 
infantiy  marched  up  within  a  mile  of  their 
cavalry  on  the  14th,  at  1  P.  M.  Thc'enetny, 
fatigued  with    light    and    travel,  and  not 
dreaming  of  pursuit,   had  gone  into  camp 
lor  rest  and  rations,  without  the  precaution 
of  picketing  the  place    This  gave  us  an 
ample  opportunity  lo  arrange  and  execute 
our  plan  ol  attack.    The  camp  of  the  enemy 
was  a  level  plain  of  some  seventy  acres, 
bounded  on  the  one  side  by  the  Licking  riv 
«r,  and  surrounded  on  the  other  by  Half 
Mountain, — named,  probably,  lrora  its  pecu- 
liar shape.    This  plain  has  one  inlet,  on  the 
south,  by  a  road  along  the  Licking  river, 
and  one  outlet  on  the  north  east,  by  an  open- 
ing made  by  Puncheon  creek,  which  flows 
into  ihe  Licking  at  this  point.    Our  signal 
scouts  ascended  Half  Mountain  ou  theoppo' 
site  side  from  the  rebels  ;  and,  peering  over 
its  crest,  discovered  them  in  perfect  compos 
lire:  some  cooking  rations,  and  others  lying 
at  full  length  on  the  earth.    The  scouts  re- 
turned ;  and  the  attack  was  arranged  in  the 
following  order  I   Lt.  Col    Bbowx,  with  six 
companies,— five  of  the  Fourteenth  Ken 
tucky. — (A,  D,  H,  G,  I,)  and  one— (G,)  of 
the  Thirtv  ninth  Kentucky,  were  ordered 
silently  to  reach  the  crest  el"  the  mountain, 
remain  concealed,  and  be  prepared  to  pre 
veut  their  eecape  by  the  pass  through  Pun 
cheon  creek,  while  Lieut.  Col.  Brown  was 
quietly  reaching  his  point.  Colonel  Gallop 
formed  the  cavalry  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Ken 
lucky  into  line,  ready  lo  charge  at  the  pre 
concerted  signal.    The  signal  was  given,  by 
the  tiring  of  the  Fourteenth,  when  the  Thir- 
ty-ninth charged  up  to  within  pistol  range 
of  the  enemy.   Ascending  the  mountain  they 
dismounted,  occupying  the  mountain  to  the 
west  and  south;  thus  almost  surrounding 
the  enemy,  and  covering  their  retreat  through 
•the  south  pass.    The  fight  then  raged  inces- 
«antly  and  luriously  for  near  lour  and  a  half 
•hours     The  rebels  were  picked  and  desper- 
ate men,  led  by  a  daring  Colonel  who  had 
never  before  been  surprised  or  conquered 
Col.  Clay  made  several  desperate  efforts  to 
charge  up  the  hill,  and  cut  our  lines  in  the 
centre   but  was  repulsed  eaeb  time, —  losing 


iu  oue  attempt,  bis  right  eye,  which  was  shot 
out  by  a  pistol  ball.  Great  courage  and  en 
durance  were  shown  by  the  enemy,  they 
fought  with  a  desperation  and  devotion  wor- 
thy of  a  better  cause ;  but  could  not  compete 
with  the  valor  and  advantages  of  our  brave 
boys;  and  finally  began  to  retreat  right  up 
the  steepest  part  of  the  mountain,  the  only 
way  of  egress  left  them.  They  fought  their 
wav  up,  defending  their  rear  in  tolerably  or- 
derly retreat.  Our  troops  were  so  much  ex- 
hausted, by  heavy  marching  and  fighting, 
that  thev  could  pursue  their  success  no  fur- 
ther. 

Their  camp  with  all  of  itscoutents  fell  into 
our  hands.  The  rebel  loss,  in  killed,  wounded 
and  prisoners,  is  from  seventy  to  eighty  men, 
near  two  hundred  horses,  two  hundred  saddles 
and  a  large  number  of  small  arms.  Their 
command  is  thoroughly  demoralized,  and 
their  brigade  commander,  Ezbkigl  Clat, 
wounded  and  a  prisoner.  Their  forces  re- 
ported by  a  prisoner  at  over  a  thousand. 
Our  loss,  in  the  two  battles, — Paintsville 
and  Half  Mountain, — was  one  killed,  and 
four  slightly  wounded:  no  loss  in  prisoners, 
horses,  or  ammunition. 

The  management,  tact,  energy,  and  ability 
displayed  by  Col.  Gallcp  reflects  a  newer 
and  fuller  credit  upon  him,  and  wreaths  his 
reputation  in  richer  laurels  of  fame.  He  led 
the  brilliant  cavalry  charge,  and  was  thrown 
from  his  horse;  but  regained  his  seat,  gal- 
antly  ascended  the  hill,  fought  most  brave' 
ly,  while  directing  the  troops  skillfully  in 
the  engagement.  He  has  long  enjoyed  the 
unbounded  confidence  of  the  people,  and  by 
his  recent  successes,  and  daring  exposure  of 
his  person,  has  made  his  way  directly  to 
their  hearts  All  the  other  officers:  Cols. 
Mius,  Bbown,  Fkbucsos,  Major  Adxieb, 
with  the  Captains,  and  other  officers  engag- 
ed, behaved  with  the  utmost  credit  to  them- 
selves, and  deserve  the  highest  praise  Par- 
ticular and  more  honorable  mention  might 
be  made  of  Lieut.  Evebmobe,  whose  horse 
was  shot  and  disabled  in  front  of  the  charge 
at  Hulf  Mountain  :  and  the  brave  and  gal- 
lant conduct  of  Capt  Bartram in  the  fight 
at  Paintsville.  The  privates  are  bold  moun- 
taineers: a  death  shot,  they  never  falter; 
and  the  only  difficulty  is  to  restrain  them 
from  over  impetuous  action.  Many  affecting 
scenes  took  place  after  Ihe  rlighl  of  the  reb- 
els. The  citizens,  who  had  been  robbed  of 
everything,  were  in  raptures  at  our  success. 
Thev  claimed  theirstoleri  goods,  and  gave  tes- 
timony lo  the  fullness  of  their  joy  in  many 
ways.  One  old  lady,  who  had  been  dhaiue- 
iilly  treated  by  the  rebels,  blessed  the  Union 
officers,  men  aud  horses;  embraced  Col. 
Gallup  with  tears,  saying,  she  had  prayed 
for  his  victory  ;  for,  said  she,  the  infernal 
scoundrels  have  stolen  all  my  bed  clothes. 
The  good  woman  had  evidently  lost  her  bal- 
ance—but let  her  rest  in  peace

war 


A  telegram  from  Washington  City 
states  that  Jamks  K  Hoop,  editor  of  the 
Chattanooga  Gazette,  is  in  that  city,  as  the 
representative  of  the  loyal  citizeos  Of  lower 
East  Tennessee,  lo  urge  upon  ihe  Govern 
ment  modifications  of  the  order  discontinu 
ing  the  issuance  or  sale  ot  rations  to  citizcus 
at  points  south  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  The 
loyal  people  protest  against  the  policy  of 
■ending  them  to  the  rear,  us  a  most  uugrate* 
ful  return  for  their  many  sacrifices  for  the 
Government  during  the  war. 

The  Late  Commander  I'lusaer. 

The  news  from  Norlh  Carolina  reports  the 
death  of  Commander  Flueser,  ol  our  navy 
This  distinguished  young  officer  had  just 
begun  lo  make  himself  known  throughout 
the  land.  He  was  one  of  the  ablest  assist- 
ants of  his  Fleet  Captain,  and  promised  to 
be  soon  a  Commodore  He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  received  an  appointment  in 
the  navy  Irom  Kentucky  on  the  12th  of  Ju 
ly,  1847  Since  that  time  he  has  performed 
no  less  than  fourteen  years  of  active  service, 
nine-tenths  of  which  were  at  sea  He  was 
attached  to  the  frigate  Savannah,  under 
Commodore  Salter,  in  1815-'4C-'47,  and 
when  the  war  broke  out,  refusing  to  resign 
the  Government  gave  him  command  of  the 
brig  Dolphin,  which  was  subsequently  iunk 
at  Norfolk.  Hollins,  who  thought  to  steal 
the  Susquehanna  for  the  rebels,  wrote  to  him 
to  join  "his  native  South,''  and  the  follow 
ing  note  was  seut  back,  lo  the  New  York 
Hotel,  by  that  traitor's  messenger : 

Thursday 

Dear  Cap, — 1  shall  never  do  it.  What!  be 
one  of  the  very  first  to  lire  on  the  flag  ? 
Not  I.  I  have  no  appetite  for  argument  to- 
night; my  heart  is  sick.  Is  it  not  enough 
to  drive  an  honest  man  out  of  his  senses  to 
find  thieves  making  a  great  nation  destroy 
itself?  Where  are  your  wits,  man  ?  How 
can  this  business  end?  In  "peace  '  and 
"Slavery."  The  end  my  bring  the  death  of 
both  forever;  and  worse,  inaugurate  an  era 
of  blood  unparalleled.  Will  the  South  be 
whipped  by  the  North  ?  Not  while  one 
Southerner  lives  Will  the  North  be  whip 
ped  by  the  South  '.'  Not  while  the  Allegha- 
nies  raise  above  the  level  land.  Just  look, 
then,  at  the  prospect  Blood,  rapiue,  desola- 
tion, war !  Hollins:

The  Twenty  Second  Kentucky  on  hand. 

A  letter  from  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  to 
the  New  Orleans  Times,  dated  April  6,  has 
the  following,  iu  which  mention  is  made  of 
the  gallant  Twenty-second  Kentucky: 

At  daylight  yesterday  some  straggling 
guerrillas  managed  to  get  in  beyond  our 
cavalry  pickets,  who  were  stationed  on  the 
Clinton  road,  southwest  of  Baton  Rouge. 
Upon  reviewing  the  place,  they  found  to 
their  astonishment  that  the  cavalrv  was 
supported  to  the  rear  by  a  formidable  infant-, 
ry  picket,  and  that  they  (the  rebels)  were 
pinned  between  them.  This  compelled  the 
enemy  to  change  his  base.  They  returned, 
fired  upon  our  pickets,  and  made  their  way 
out  with  a  loss  of  one  killed  and  another 
wounded,  who,  it  is  said,  was  carried  away 
by  his  friends,  but  afterwards  died  in  their 
arms.  Soon  the  news  spread  throughout  the 
Camp,  and  the  gallant  Col.  Monroe,  of  the 
22d  Kentucky,  with  the  permission  of  Col. 
Sheldon,  commanding  the  post  in  the  ah' 
sence  of  Gen.  Cook,  started  out  with  his 
own  regiment,  part  of  the  4lh  Wisconsin 
cavalry,  and  four  pieces  of  artillery,  in  pur- 
suit of  the  enemy.  Our  troops  marched 
onward  and  onward,  but  no  rebels  could  be 
found — they  bad  all  disappeared.  We  suc- 
ceeded, however,  in  capturing  eight  of  the 
Southern  chevaliers,  who  are  now  in  prison  i 
awaiting  their  doom. 

War  Items  and  Army  News. 

Mat  2— We  have  news,  byway  ol  Mem-! 
phis,  of  the  capture  of  Camden,  Arkansas,  | 
by  Gen.  Steele.  Crossing  Little  Missouri, 
at  a  point  menacing  Shreveport,  Washing- 
ton, and  Camden,  Gen.  Steele  concealed  his 
real  destination,  and  deluded  Price  into  the 
belief  that  he  intended  to  attack  Shreve- 
port.  Price  dug  rifle-pits  and  threw  up 
earth'worke,  when  General  Steele  executed 
a  sudden  dank  movement,  which  Price  dis 
covered  just  in  time  to  save  himself  from 
an  enfilading  fire  by  hastily  retreating  to 
ward  Washington  Steele  proceeded  with 
vigor,  capturing  some  prisoners 

Steele  then  moved  toward  Camden  Dis- 
cerning his  mistake,  Price  concentrated  his 
cavalry,  and  witii  Marmadiike  and  Dorsey 
on  one  flank  and  the  rear,  tried  to  embar- 
rass Steele,  so  that  his  own  infantry  might 
have  time  to  gain  ihe  fortifications  of  Cam- 
den. Alter  fighting  twenty  one  miles,  Steele 
passed  on  and  took  possession,  on  the  loth, 
April,  of  Camden.  Nine  fortifications  of 
great  strength,  14  hogsheads  of  sugar,  400 
barrels  of  molas-ies,  several  Ions  of  rock  salt 
and  three  men  .were  captured  The  cotlon 
tor  teu  miles  round,  had  been  burned  by 
Price,  numbering  two  thousand  bales. 

During  the  expedition  of  Grierson's  caval 
ry,  a  few  days  ago,  a  iiih.ii  named  Hart  was 
captured,  near  Hernando,  Miss.,  having  fifty 
thousand  percussion  cups,  which  he  was 
taking  to  the  enemy  On  his  person  was 
found  a  copy  of  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and 
a  copy  of  exemption  from  Ihe  Memphis  mil 
itia  for  thirty  days. 

lt  is  stated  that  Gen.  Banks  has  been  au- 
perceded  by  Gen  Augur,  and  that  Gen.  Stone 
has  been  reduced  to  his  rank  asColonel  of  a 
regiment  of  Regulars  Banks's  army  was 
at  Grand  Ecore ;  Gen.  A.  J.  Smith  crossed 
over  to  the  cast  side  of  the  river,  and  silenced 
a  rebel  battery,  and  drove  the  troops  back, 
there  are  a  great  many  reports  still  coming 
in,  and,. while  differing  in  some  particulars, 
all  agree  as  to  bad  generalship  on  the  first 
day.  The  feeling  in  the  army  against  the 
leaders  was  very  strong  Gen.  A  J.  Smith, 
as  has  already  been  reported,  saved  the  army 
from  destruction,  and  in  addition  punished 
the  enemy  severely. 

There  is  no  news  trom  tin-  Potomac  ot  m 
terest,  save  that  a  party  of  Union  soldiers 
went  to  Madison  Court  House,  within  the 
enemy's  lines,  and  burnt  the  town  down.  It 
is  believed  thev  went  with  out  authority 

Max  3. — News  from  Cairo  state,  that  the 
gunboat  Petrel,  currying  four  small  guns, 
was  captured  on  the  23d  April  by  Wert 
Adams,  two  miles  above  Yazoo  city,  aud 
destroyed.  The  Captain  an  I  crew  ars  n'lM 
ing,  four  under  officers  were  all  that  BSCsip- 
ed.  A  Federal  officer  yvas  captured  and 
hung,  ou  the  Sunday  previous  near  ihesame 
place  A  steamboat  Irom  White  river  re 
ports  a  skirmish  between  Federal  cavalry 
and  guerrillas  uear  Duvall's  Bluff,  in  which 
the  rebels  were  whipped. 

Boats  are  being  constantly  fired  upon,  on 
the  Mississippi  and  its  lower  tributaries. 

Reports  have  it  that  Forrest  is  threatening 
Memphis;  and  that  Stnrgis  is  after  him. — 
Some  rebels  are  again  threatening  Paducab. 
They  seut  iu  a  (lag  of  truce  asking  an  ex- 
change of  some  surgeons  Col  Hicks  re- 
plied that  he  was  only  authorized  to  ex- 
change bullets  The  rebs  did  not  accept 
the  challenge.  They  are  conscripting  and 
carrying  off  all  the  boys  and  younj  men 
they  can  find 

Little  Washington.  North  Carolina,  has 
been  evacuated  by  the  Federal  forces. — 
Beauregard  is  reported  to  have  joined  Lee; 
Lee's  army  is  said  to  be  daily  augmenting 
by  detachments  of  rebels  troops  from  all 
quarters,  aud  is  estimated  bv  rebel  deserters 
at  over  100,000. 

The  Battles  of  R,ed  River. 

We  publish  the  annexed  interesting  items 
Irom  a  private  letter,  written  by  an  officer 
of  the  83d  Ohio,  to  a  friend  in  that  State 

The  battle  was  shockingly  managed  It 
was  no  doubt  a  surprise  upon  the  general 
commanding.  He  endeavored  to  charge  the 
enemy  witli  a  baggage  train,  and  it  didn  t 
work  It  was  some  18  miles  from  Pleasant 
Hills,  where  we  encamped  the  night  before, 
that  a  portion  ol  our  division,  after  skirmish- 
ing all  day  (our  brigade  marched  out  at  3 
o'clock,  A.  M.)  yvere  brought  to  a  stand  by 
the  enemy.  The  83d,  some  ten  miles  back 
guarding  an  ammunition  train,  was  sent  for 
and  arrived  at  a  rapid  march,  partly  upon 
the  double-quick,  at  about  2  oelock,  and 
after  two  or  three  changes  of  position  be- 
came hotly  engaged  at  3  o'clock.  Our  line 
was  stretched  just  as  long  as  possible.  The 
enemy  outflanked  us  on  both  flanks,  and 
massed  in  Iront.  When  yvc  engaged  the  ene- 
my there  yvere  "J, 000,  perhaps,  of  our  division 
engaged;  not  a  man  in  reserve.  The  3d  divis- 
ion came  up  and  went  in  a9  it  arrived  ;  but  we 
were  opposed  by  some  20,000  troops,  accord- 
ing to  the  beet  inlormation  yve  can  gel,  and 
thev  were  reinlorced  by  5,000  during  the  en- 
gagement. Our  little  force  fought  the  enemy 
in  a  regular  pitched  battle  from  3  to  6 
o'clock,  afterskirmishingallday  underevery 
disadvantage.  There  yvas  but  one  road, 
leading  into  an  open  field  and  passable  wood. 
This  wood  and  field  yvere  surrounded  by 
ravines  and  tangled  syvamp,  so  that  there 
yvas  no  ingress  or  egress  but  by  the  one  road, 
and  that  was  choked  up  by  wagons.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  hitler  feeling  against  our 
loaders.  Itiaver)  much  like  "Grand  Coteau," 
where  one  brigade  of  our  corps  yvas  left  to  be 
gobbled  up  by  the  enemy.    Gens.  Banks  and 


Franklin  did  not  be  eve  there  wasauy  force 
but  a  few  skirmish  rs  in  our  front,  nn«l  by 
their  incredulity  lot  the  day 

The  0th  Corps  came  up  to  within  oav  and 
a  half  miles  of  the  field,  and  formed  a  line 
in  a  favorable  place.  They  that  night  check- 
ed the  enemy,  but  yve  nil  fell  back  to  Pleas- 
ant Hills,  18  miles,  where  wc  met  Gen.  A.  J. 
Smith.  Upon  meeting  the  fragment  of  the 
old  10th  (noyv  the  4th.)  he  wept.  He  told 
Gen.  Banks,  1  am  informed,  that  he  had 
sacrificed  th e  best  fighting  division  in  the  ar- 
my. The  enemy  followed  us  up  and  got  a 
severe  punishing  at  the  hands  of  Gen.  Smith. 
Gen.  Banks  said  to  him  :  "General  Smith,  you 
have  saved  my  army."    Smith's  reply  was 

characteristic — "By    I  know  it,  sir." 

When  told  that  reinforcements  were  coming, 
Smith  6aid  ho  was  very  sorry.  Bclore  being 
asked  the  the  reason,  he  said  "the  fellow  has 
more  men  uoyv  than  lie  knows  how  to  use." 

Our  prisoners  say  that  the  slaughter  of 
the  Confederates  on  the  first  day  was  enor- 
mous; that  they  lost  many  times  the  killed 
and  wounded  that  we  did.  They  were  pretty 
crazy  with  Louisiana  rum  and  whiskey,  and 
while  they  rushed  fonvard  fearlessly,  their 
aim  was  not  so  steady  as  our  men.  Still,  they 
had  sharpshooters,  who  were  cool  enoueh. 
Our  loss  of  officers  was  three  times  as  great 
as  usual,  according  to  the  number  of  men. 
Three  out  of  the  four  brigade  commanders 
were  probably  killed,  and  Gen.  Ransom) 
commanding  detachment  of  corps,  yvas  se- 
verely wounded.  We  have  but  one  general 
and  three  colonels  remaining  in  the  corps — 
that  part  ol  it  with  us,  either  fifteen  or  six- 
teen regiments.

The  Louisville  Journal,  in  response  to  the 

record  of  its  Abolitionism,  which  we  pub- 
lished on  the  27th  April,  pleads  infaucy  I 
Here  is  its  plea:  — 

'Of  course  the  Frankfurt  Commonwealth  bai 
no  idea  that  it  can  induce  us  to  bestow  any  espe- 
cial notice  upon  its  reprodution  of  the  tweniv-year 
old  and  thirty-year  old  paragraphs  which  I:  as- 
cribes to  uj,  and  which  we  have  in  years  p  s  no 
ticed  scores  of  times,  when  thoy  were  brought  for- 
ward from  other  quarters.  What  we,  as  a  New 
England  youth  34  years  ago,  may  hare  thought  in 
regard  to  slavery  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence  to 
anybody  else,  and  of  precious  little  to  ouraelves." 

That  is  decidedly  rich  I  A  precocious 
genius,  the  "New  England  youth''  must 
have  been  at  thirty  years  of  age,  or  there 
about,  when  Mr  Clay's  opposition  to  sla 
very,  and  the  "wrongs  and  miseries  of  sla 
very"  inspired  the  poet's  theme,  and  burden 
ed  the  symphony  of  his  lyre1  The  volume  ol 
Divine  Inspiration  assures  us,  that  when  a 
child  is  trained  "up  in  the  way  he  should  go. 
when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  therefrom." 
So  has  it  been  developed  in  this  instance: 
The  "New  England''  child  had  been  train 
ed  up  to  hatred  of  slavery — 'its  wrongs  and 
miseries,"  which  "fostered  and  unchained 
the  darker  passions"  "The  New  England 
youth''  in  the  "Life  of  Henry  Clay,"  shows 
he  has  not  departed  from  the  way  in  which 
he  was  trained;  and  some  ten  or  more 
years  after,  ths  "New  England  youth,"  of 
some  forty  years,  dcvelopes  that  the  fact  so 
often  stated, — that  the  lessons  of  childhood 
are  indelibly  fixed  in  the  mind,  and  give 
character  to  all  his  acts  in  after  life, — is,  at 
least  in  his  ease,  a  truth  :  for  we  find  him 
declaring,  in  1844,  that — 

'All  Men  have  a  right  to  liberty  ■  no  mat- 
ter what  color." 

Again,  after  the  "New  England  youth" 
had  added  another  year  to  the  number  that 
had  intervened  from  his  birth,  and  he  was, 
we  presume,  one  year  nearer  "the  age  of  dis- 
cretion," we  find  him  recording  the  follow- 
ing hope  to  see  slavery  banished  the  State 

"We  have  ever  looked  forward  to  the  day  when 
Kentucky  should  contain  within  her  bounds  no 
bondmen,  and  we  hope  to  live  to  tee  the  light  of 
such  a  day. 

And,  like  Hon.  Garrett  Davis,  he  pre- 
dicted the  day  would  come,  and  thus  advis- 
ed all  to  be  ready  to  submit  to  an  inevitable 
fact : 

"Many  of  the  best  minds  of  the  State  are  en- 
gaged with  the  subject  of  emancipation,  and  they 
will  express  freely  their  opinions,  and  set  freely 
upon  them.  We  must  make  up  our  Binds  to 
meet  that  question,  for  no  human  power  can  stop 
it." 

And  as  the  "New  England  youth"  still 
further  progressed  from  the  day  when  ha 
was  born  a  child,  down  in  the  "Nutmeg 
State,"  we  find  him  teaching  his  readers 
that  the  people  of  Kentucky  are  getting 
ready  to  get  rid  of  slavery  ;  and  proclaims 
that  ha  is  ready  to  aid  them.  Read  the  an- 
nouncement : 

"We  believe  there  is  a  settled  conviction  in  the 
m'nds  of  a  large  majority  »f  the  people  of  Ken- 
tucky that  their  interests — social,  moral  and 
financial — would  be  promoted  by  disposing  of  the 
(laves,  and  we  believe  that  ene  day  they  will  them- 
selves begin  to  move  in  the  matter.  We  await  tho 
movement,  and  thai'  eiand  ready  to  fceoa  i  it,  whin* 
ever  our  aid  can  be  of  any  avail." 

And,  then,  again,  when/the  "New  Eng- 
land youth"  had  seen  some  fifty  summers 
pass  over  the  record  of  time  he  devotes  a 
large  space  to  ridiculing  the  Southern  advo 
cates  ol  slavery,  nick  naming  them  "the 
chivalry;"  says  their  courage  is  of  the  Sir 
John  Falstaff  order;  and  warming  in  his 
feelings  of  love  for  the  North  and  hatred  of 
"the  chivalry,"  he  exclaims  : — 

"  We  wonder  that  a  Northern  foot  cannot  be- found 
with  an  inetinct  to  guide  iteelf  to  the  chival'i/'e  eomt 
ta*f.  A  few  each  application!  would  draw  the  epirit 
from  the  head  to  tht  feet  of  the  chivalry,  and  then, 
inetead  of  talking  of  blood  and  thunder,  it  would 
tako  to  iti  heelt  and  win  admiration  fur  ite  utnder- 
ful  flectneee." 

What  we  now  waader  at  is,  that  tbe  youth  - 
ful  indiscretions  of  tha  "New  England 
youth,"  did  not  carry  him  to  Washington 
that  his  might  be  the  "northern  foot,  with 
instinct  to  guide  it  to  the  chivalry's  coat 
tail,"  to  see  exemplified  his  opiuion  ol  "tha

More  Rebel  Barbarities 

The  Chattanooga  correspondent  of  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette,  under  date  of  April  26. 
gives  the  following  details  of  the  rebel  atro- 
cities at  Nickajack  Trace,  on  the  23d,  of 
which  the  telegraphic  accounts  have  already 
been  published  : — 

I  have  secured  further  particulars,  the 
perusal  of  which  will  encrease  the  horror 
already  pervading  the  civilized  world,  in  view 
of  the  atrocities  lately  practiced  by  the  rebel 
troops 

Sixty-four  men  detailed  from  the  92d  Illi- 
nois, Lieut.  Col.  B.  F.  Sheets,  commanding, 
were  doing  picket  duty  near  Lyle's  farm  un- 
der command  of  Lieut.  Horace  C.  Scoville, 
Company  K.  Eighteen  of  the  men  were 
placed  in  reserve  near  the  farm,  the  rest  were 
distributed  at  seven  different  posts. 

The  supposition  is,  that  a  regiment  of  reb- 
el infantry  crossed  Taylor's  Ridge  during  the 
night,  about  five  miles  from  Ringgold,  and 
formed  aline  extending  from  the  base  of  the 
ridge  to  the  Alabama  road.  This  line  faced 
South,  being  in  the  rear  of  our  pickets. 
Another  regiment  crossed  the  ridge  higher 
up  the  valley,  and  faced  west.  A  body  of 
cavalry  (probably  two  companies)  came  on 
our  pickets  from  the  South,  and  a  smaller 
body  advanced  from  the  direction  of  Leet  s 
farm.  Thus  were  our  men  nearly  surround- 
ed by  the  wily  enemy,  before  the  attack 
commenced,  and  the  assault  was  made  sim- 
ultaneously upon  all  the  posts.  The  enemy's 
cavalry  first  assailed  our  videttes,  who  retir- 
ed fightingdesparately  until  re  enforced  from 
the  reserve,  when  the  rebels  were  temporari- 
ly repulsed.  Advancing  again  in  still  larger 
numbers,  they  forced  our  men  to  fall  back. 
But  the  latter  soon  found  their  retreat  cut 
off  by  the  infantry  which  had  formed  in  their 
rear,  and  barricaded  the  road.  Such  was  the 
disposition  of  the  rebel  force,  that  the  reserve 
t  Lyle's  house,  now  redueed  to  nine  men, 
were'eut  off  from  the  remainder.  Conse- 
quently, there  was  nothing  left  for  our  brave 
fellows  but  to  surrender,  or  cut  their  way  out, 
each  man  fighting  for  himself.  They  resolved 
to  attempt  the  latter.  Some  desperate  hand 
to  hand  contests  ensued,  and  some  chivalric 
daring  was  displayed,  which  the  historian 
will  never  record.  Of  the  sixty  four  men 
thirty-'our  escaped  death  or  capture;  and 
with  heroic  determination  not  to  return  to 
camp  until  relieved,  they  re-occupied  the 
ground  from  which  they  had  been  driven, 
although  they  knew  not  at  what  moment  the 
enemy  might  return  to  the  attack,  and  kill 
or  capture  the  remainder  of  them.  Of  that 
heroic  band,  not  a  man  came  to  camp  with 
out  orders.  Five  were  killed,  four  mortally 
wounded,  three  severely  wounded,  and  eigh- 
teen missing  Lieut.  Scoville  was  wounded 
and  captured.  The  rebel  loss  in  killed  and 
wounded  must  at  least  have  equaled  our  owl' 
and  we  took  one  prisoner. 

The  men  speak  in  high  terms  of  Lieut. 
Scoville's  conduct  until  he  was  wounded;  and 
1  am  informed  that  Col.  Sheets  speaks  high- 
ly of  Serg't.  Strock  of  Company  O,  and  Ser 
geant  Hine  of  Company  E,  who  saved  most 
of  their  men,  and  commanded  the  party  who 
re  occupied  the  field. 

Well  were  it  for  the  honor  of  humanity,  if 
the  tale  could  end  here.  But  a  more  terrible 
story  is  to  be  told.  From  the  statements  of 
wounded  soldiers,  and  of  citizens  living  near 
ihe  roads  along  which  the  enemy  retired,  I 
gather  the  following  lacts.  I  offer  no  com- 
ment. The  simplest  statement  is  sufficient  to 
fire  the  coldest  heart  with  hatred  of  our 
cruel  enemies,  and  quenchless  thirst  for  ven- 
geance. 

A  citizen  saw  a  rebel  officer  shoot  down 
one  of  our  men,  aftpr  he  had  surrendered, 
and  marched  some  distance  with  his  captors 
The  only  excuse  for  the  vile  outrage  was, 
that  the  poor  fellow  could  not  keep  up  with 
the  fiends  who  had  taken  him  prisoner.  Af- 
ter the  officer  had  shot  down  the  man,  the 
citizen  heard  one  of  the  rebel  scoundrels 
say  ;  "That's  right,  Captain,  give  it  to  him 
again  I" 

Wm  Chattannach,  or  Chattnach,  a  private 
in  company  B,  after  surrendering,  was  march- 
ed off  with  several  others  upon  the  double 
quick,  until  totally  unable  logo  further.  A 
rebel  lieutenant  then  came  up  to  him,  shot 
him  twice,  the  first  time  inflicting  a  slight, 
the  second  a  mortal  wound.  He  then  left 
him,  supposing  he  had  killed  him.  Shortly 
after,  two  rebels  came  up  to  him  and  robbed 
hiin  of  his  pocket-book  and  boots.    One  of 

them  said,  "Let's  scalp  the  Yan 

kee,"  but  did  not  execute  the  proposition. 
This  statement  was  taken  from  poor  Chat- 
tannach's  dying  lips 

Reginald  O'Connor,  company  B,  was  shot 
for  the  same  reason,  after  being  captured. 

[It  will  be  remembered  that  the  92d  Ilu 
nois  is  a  mounted  infantry  regiment ;  that 
the  men  have  long  been  unused  lo  marching 
on  foot,  that  they  were  captuiel  while  try- 
ing to  get  to  their  horses  with  the  reserve  ; 
and  that  the  rebels,  in  retiring,  required  them, 
on  foot,  to  keep  up  with  their  captors,  mount 
ed] 

George  A.  Springer  and  John  Craddock, 
Co.  E;  George  Marie,  Co  F  ;  and  Wm.  Rey 
nolds.  Co.  I,  all  made  similar  statements  with 
regard  to  themselves. 

Wm.  Hills.  Co.  K,  was  found  dead  a  mile 
from  the  post  where  he  had  stood  on  picket 
during  the  night.  A  lady  living  near  where 
he  was  posted  declared  that  she  saw  him  pur- 
sued by  some  rebel  cavalrymen.  On  being 
overtaken,  he  at  once  handed  over  his  gun  to 
one  of  the  savages  who  immediately  fired  the 
contents  of  the  same  into  Hill's  body,  killing 
bim  instantly. 

In  the  case  of  O'Connor,  three  soldiers 
who  saw  the  murder,  declare,  upon  oath, 
that  it  was  committed  by  a  rebel  officer. 

Such  are  some  of  the  details  of  this  stupen- 
dous crime,  whose  atrocity  is  perhaps  unsur- 
passed even  by  the  bloody  murders  recently 
committed  by  these  rebel  miscreants  in  West 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky. 

The  following  list  of  killed  and  wounded  is 
nearly  complete: 

Killed— Garner  McKeel,  Co  E;  Wm. 
Hills,  Co.  K;  John  Douns,  Co.  B,  Wm. 
Giffbrd,  Co.  H. 

Wounded — Reginald  O'Connor,  Co.  B, 
fatally  ;  William  Chattannach,  Co.  B,  fatal- 
ly; Geo.  A.  Springer,  Co  E,  fatally; 
John  Craddock,  Co.  E,  severely,  not  danger- 
ously ;  George  Marie,  Co.  F,  fatally  ;  D.  W. 
Butler.  Co.  A,  dangerously;  James  Rhoadea 
and  William  Reynolds,  Co.  I,  both  fatally. 

Of  these  killed  and  wounded,  two  had  not 
surrendered  when  shot;  seven  were  either 
killed  or  wounded  (all  but  one  mortally) 
after  they  had  surrendered  to  the  enemy  as 
prisoners  of  war;  the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  shooting  of  the  other  three 
have  not  been  definitely  ascertained. 

Of  the  facte  connected  with  these  horrid 
outrages,  there  is  no  room  to  doubt.  They 
are  taken  mostly  from  the  affidavits  of  dy- 
ing men — the  surest  testimony  in  the  world. 
It  only  remains  to  be  seen  what  punishment 
will  be  meted  out  to  the  miscreants  who  by 
these  infernal  outrages  upon  brave  soldiers, 
whom  the  chances  of  war  had  thrown  into 
their  hands,  have  disgraced,  if  it  were  possi- 
ble, even  the  accursed  traitor  uniform  they 
wear.

A  Rebel  Secret  Circular. 

The  sill-joined  secret  circular  from  a  rebel 
asaociatiuti,  was  captured  by  Gen.  Looan's 
forces  a i  :  luntsville,  Alabama.  It  had  been 
addressed  to,  and  was  preserved  by,  one  ol 
the  most  prominent  and  influential  rebel  cit- 
izens of  Alabama,  who  has  been  sent  by  Gen. 
Looan  south  of  the  Federal  lines. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  without  awaiting  tbe 
manifestation  of  the  incoming  Administra- 
tion, these  traitors  were  determined  to  pre- 
cipitate the  South  into  rebellion,  and  involve 
the  country  in  a  civil  war;  and  were  resolved 
that  no  concession  should  balk  them  in  at, 
tempting  their  traitorous  designs.    That  was 
then  their  aims;  and  now,  after  three  years

To  inquire  into  the  defences  of  the 
State  and  lo  collect  and  arrange  information 
which  may  aid  the  Legislature  to  establish 
promptly,  an  effective  military  organizalion 

To  effect  these  objects,  a  brief  and  simple 
Constitution  was  adopted,  creating  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee,  specially  charged  with 
eonducling  the  business  of  the  Association, 
166,000  pamphlets  have  been  published, 
and  demands  for  further  supplies  are  receiv 
ed  from  every  quarter.  The  Asseiation  is 
now  passing  several  of  them  through  a  se- 
cond anil  third  edition 

The  Conventions  in  several  of  ths  South- 
ern States  will  soon  be  elected.  The  North 
it  prepared  to  sooth  and  conciliate  the  South  by 
disclaimers  and  overtures.  The\success  of  this 
policy  would  br  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  the 
Southern  Union  and  Independence,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  resist  and  defeat  it.  The  Associ* 
lion  is  preparing  pamphlets  with  this  special 
object.  Funds  are  necessary  to  enable  it  to 
act  promptly.  "The  1860  Association"  is 
laboring  for  the  South,  and  asks  your  aid  .

In  February  last,  Col.  Gallup,  command- 
ing the  District  of  East  Kentucky,  wrote  to 
me  that  he  had  every  reason  to  believe  that 
so  soon  as  the  high  waters  should  subside, 
and  the  roads  become  passable,  the  enemy 
would  come  in  upon  him,  and  asked  that 
arrangements  might  be  made,  whereby  ho 
could,  in  the  event  it  became  necessary,  have 
the  assistance  of  the  Enrolled  Militia  in  the 
Eastern  portion  of  the  State.  Authority  was 
immediately  given  to  call  out  the  68th  regi- 
ment Enrolled  Militia,  of  Lawrence  county, 
one  of  the  first  organized  in  the  State. 

On  the  7th  instant,  the  enemy  having 
invaded  Pike  county,  a  call  was  made  on 
that  Regiment,  Col.  Tbop.  McKinstejc  com- 
manding, the  response  to  which  was  both 
prompt  and  cheerful.  On  the  13th  the  enemy 
attacked  our  forces  and  were  repulsed.  On 
the  14th,  Col.  Gallcp  surprised  them  in 
camp  at  Half  Mountain,  and.  after  an  en- 
gagement of  several  hours,  was  comp'elely 
victorious,  capturing  a  number  of  prisoners, 
horses  and  equipments,  and  300  stand  of 
arms, — all  of  which.  Col.  Gallop,  in  his 
report  says,  could  not  have  been  accomplish- 
ed without  the  assistance  of  the  Militia. 

I  can  not  commend,  in  terms  toe  high, 
the  energy,  bravery,  and  patriotism  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  68th  Regiment;  the 
assistance  they  rendered  in  defending  the 
State  by  their  prompt  action,  enabled  the 
authorities  to  strike  a  blow  that  will  long  be 
remembered  by  Hodob's  brigade. 

Lawrence  county  has  not  only  done  well, 
having  sent  over  fifty  per  cent,  of  her  enroll 
ed  strength  to  our  armies,  but  she  has  shown 
that  those  remaiuing  at  home  are  of  true 
metal,  and  are  willing  to  take  the  field  when- 
ever their  services  are  demanded. 

I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  68th, 
not  only  for  the  services  they  have  rendered, 
but  tor  the  gallant  example  which  they  have 
afforded  to  the  entire  Militia  of  the  State. 
Their  action  demonstrates  tbe  utility  of  the 
work  I  nave  been  urging  forward  for  several 
months,  and  will  assist,  I  hope,  in  overcom- 
ing the  factious  opposition  with  which  1 
have  been  met  in  organizing  the  State. 

Let  the  true  epirit  of  Kentucky  be  infused 
into  the  Militia  organization  throughout  the 
State,  and  we  will  soon  rid  ourselves  of  the 
marauding  bands  of  horse  thieves  and  plun] 
derers  that  have  been  preying  upon  us  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war.
